a& maximum power VHF sta- 
tion, 
Hill said, “In being able to 


reach out into so many areas 
of Alabama as a maximuni 
power channel, Montgomery's 
VHF station is able to bring 
news and coverage from the 
Capital city into thousands of 


homes in central and south 
Alabama. 
“It renders a valuable and 


necessary service to the people 
of Montgomery and thousands 
of families in other parts of 
Alabama that could be curtail 
ed and in some instances de- 
nied altogether, if Montgomery 
were to lose its VHF channel.” 

Hill said that when he learn 
ed of FCC’s proposal, he imme- 
diately contacted the commis- 
sion and strongly objected. 

The FCC isa regulatory body 
of a quasi-judicial nature and 
the members of Congress have 
no voice or authority in miat- 
ters before it, the senator 
pointed out. 

However, ne said he intends 
ton continue to make clear to 
the commission, his strong op- 
position to any move or decis- 
ion to delete the VHF channel 
in Montgomery.
